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BAPTISM—TESTING SPIRITS.

JOHN, in this chapter that I have read, makes a remarkable statement. I 
was reminded while reading it of a similar statement that is made in one 
of the revelations that the Prophet Joseph received. John says, “We are 
of God :” [no question about that in his mind; he says this in no doubtful 
tone, but in the most positive terms] “he that knoweth God heareth us; 
he that is not of God heareth not us. Hereby know we the spirit of truth 
and the spirit of error.” In section 84 of the Book of Doctrine and Cove- 
nants the Lord, in speaking through the Prophet Joseph, says: 


For the word of the Lord is truth, and whatsoever is truth is light and 
whatsoever is light is Spirit, even the Spirit of Jesus Christ. d the 
Spirit giveth light to every man that cometh into the world; and the 
Spirit enlighteneth every man through the world, that hearkeneth to the 
voice of the Spirit; and every one that hearkeneth to the voice of the 
Spirit cometh unto God, even the Father; 

And the father teacheth him of the covenant which he has renewed and 
confirmed upon you, which is confirmed upon you for your sakes, and not 
for your sakes only, but for the sake of the whole world; 

And the whole world lieth in sin, and groaneth under darkness and 
under the bondage of sin ; 

And by this you may know they are under the bondage of sin, because 
ay come not unto me; 

or whoso cometh not unto me is under the bondage of sin; 
_ And db peer receiveth not my voice is not acquainted with my voice, and 
is not of me; 
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Now here is the expression : 

And by this you may know the righteous from the wicked, and that the 
whole world groaneth under sin and darkness even now. 

This corresponds exactly with what John said. The two Apostles 
received the same ideas, through inspiration from God, and both have 
recorded those ideas, one upwards of 1800 years ago, the other within 
sixty years. This is the rule by which we may know that the world 
groaneth under the bondage of sin. 

There is this that every human being who has joined this Church knows: 
that when he heard the testimony of the servants of God there was a 
spirit in his heart that bore testimony to him that that was of God, that 
that voice was of the True Shepherd. Thousands have stifled that feeling 
within them. I believe there have been thousands who have visited this 
Tabernacle and have heard the words of God from His servants, borne 
testimony by the powers of His Holy Spirit, whose hearts have been 
touched by that testimony, and who would, if they had listened to the 
voice of the Spirit, have sought to know more, and not gone away reject- 
ing the message they heard. But the love of the world and the fear that 
they might become converted to what is called Mormonism deterred them 
from cherishing that Spirit and following its guidance; and they have 
become under condemnation because of this. By this we know that the 
whole world is under bondage of sin, and the power of the adversary 
is so great that, apparently, they cannot break through that bondage. 
But there are humble, honest souls who listen to the voice of the Spirit of 
God; when they hear the testimony of the servants of God their hearts 
are touched, and they know as well as they can know at that time that it 
is of God. Not content with listening to the mere statements of the 
Elders, they go unto God and ask Him, in the name of Jesus, for a testi- 
mony for themselves, that they may know whether this is true or not. 
And no man or woman ever did this in the proper spirit that did not 
receive a testimony from God that it was true. This is the reason why 
the Gospel has always been successful, in al] ages, among the poor and the 
lowly, and those who had little popularity or this world’s goods to sacri- 
fice; among those who were not the pets of the world, and had not such 
affluent surroundings that they could not throw them aside for the sake 
of truth. The poor among men have always rejoiced in the Gospel. It 
is a blessing, therefore, under some circumstances, to be poor. It is a 
blessing for men and women when they hear the truth. Jesus was born 
in poverty. His disciples were poor—the poorest of the poor; and He 
preached the Gospel to the poor. This is one of the evidences that He 
gave to the disciples of John when they came to Him to make inquiries 
concerning whether He was the one for whom they should look, or should 
they look for another. Said He, “The poor have the Gospel preached to 
them.” The rich had the Gospel preached to them in the synagogues. 
They had their seats and their pews as they now have. They could get 
preached to, because they had the money to pay the preachers. So it is 
in our day. The rich have such Gospel as is preached by the world 
preached to them. But the poor among men go unfed, to a certain extent. 
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When the servants of God have gone forth in this generation they have 
gone like fishers and hunters, among the poor and the lowly, seeking for 
souls of men, which are just as precious in the sight of our God as the 
souls of the rich, and the learned, and the noble, as they are called. They 
are the ones that the Gospel net has gathered, because they have been 
willing to listen to the truth. They have been willing to sacrifice that 
which they had for the sake of the truth. They loved the truth, and they 
obeyed it. This is one of the reasons why the Latter-day Saints are 
despised. Weare notrich. We are not popular. We do not swim with 
the tide, but we breast the current, and contend against the errors of 
ages and the false doctrines that are taught, and stand up for God and 
for His eternal truth as it has been revealed by Him. 

This is the Gospel of salvation that we proclaim, and we say to every 
soul, “If you do these things that God has commanded us to teach, you 
shall know for yourself; you need not depend upon human testimony, 
but go to God yourself, without the intervention of any priest or preacher, 
only through the Great Mediator, our Lord and Savior, Jesus, who died 
for us, and plead His merits, and asked in His name for knowledge con- 
cerning these things, and we pledge you that you shall receive for your- 
self.” We cannot deceive you, then, if you take this course. We cannot 
mislead you. We cannot pretend to be that which we are not; for God 
would expose our false claims if we were to make any. This is the beauty 
and the strength of the Gospel. Men are not dependent upon their fellow 
men concerning it, but God bears witness to His children, by the out- 
pouring of His Holy Spirit, that these men who profess to be His servants, 
and who administer these ordinances of salvation, are His servants. What 
higher testimony can you desire? And this is the distinguishing feature 
between the Church: of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints and other 
churches. Other churches may have truth; other churches may have 
many principles that are godlike ; but this is the only Church of the 
Lamb of God. I do not say this boastingly, nor arrogantly. I do not say 
this to set the members of our Church above all other people. I say it in 
humility, because everyone is invited to come into this Church and be 
Latter-day Saints. But the distinguishing feature is that God has chosen 
His servants, and has placed upon them the authority to preach His 
Gospel. He has said to them, “If you will go forth and carry this mes- 
sage, and administer these ordinances, I will confirm your acts by pouring 
out the Holy Ghost upon those whom you baptize.” This makes this 
people different from any other, because they have the authority from 
God. The Church is organized as it was in ancient days, with all the 
officers; and the Gospel, when administered, is attended with the same 
gifts. This constitutes the great difference between us and the rest of the 
world. We do not claim, as I have said, to have all truth; but we know 
this: that God has given to us His truth, and that these principles are 
from Him. 

God help you, my brethren and sisters, and my friends, and all of us, to 
be true to our God and to the truths that He reveals, and to walk up- 
rightly before Him, is my prayer in the name of Jesus. Amen. 
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THE FAITH OF STRANGERS. 


Exiper Hues J. Cannon, who recently returned from a mission to Ger- 
many, relates that during the cholera scourge which afflicted the city of 
Hamburg so terribly, he frequently saw the dead wagons carrying out 
those who had died with this disease. A panic seized many people, and 
they were in constant fear for their lives. 

He tells a peculiar instance of how people not of our Church had faith 
in the protecting influence which surrounds our people: An old lady 
who had joined the Church was living with a family, who had not received 
the Gospel, in a part of the city which was most afflicted with the cholera. 
The family frequently heard her praying to the Lord to protect that house 
and its inmates from the effects of this scourge, and they all seemed to 
have faith that her prayers would be answered. One day the lady of the 
house and this Sister had a little dispute about some trivial matter, and 
the Sister decided to leave that house the next day and find another 
boarding place. Immediately on the family hearing of her determination 
they resolved that she should not go, and said they would rather keep 
her for nothing than to have her leave their house while the cholera was 
raging. They seemed to feel that God would favor her and them through 
her if she would remain in their home. She remained and the destroyer 
did not enter the home. 

During the prevalence of this disease it so happened that some of the 
Saints were under the necessity of waiting upon those who were afflicted, 
and it occurred several times that while our brethren and sisters were 
working with those who were attacked, that those who did not belong to 
the Church would fall down dead while at their work from the effects of 
this disease ; but, remarkable to relate, there is not a single instance of 
our people in that city, though they were often exposed to the disease, 
who succumbed to it. 

Do not these instances prove that God favors His people, and do they 
not encourage us to believe that when the overflowing scourges of which 
the Prophets have spoken come upon the earth, that God will preserve 
those who are faithful? We think they indicate that this is the case, and 
we believe that more people in the world than those who now believe will 
think that God exerts a special providence over His Saints in times of 
trouble.—Juventle Instructor. 


FACTS AND EVENTS. 


The United States has on its pension rolls the names of over 800,000 persons to whom 
it pays out annually $93,000,000. 

A railway disaster, resulting in the death of fifteen persons, occurred on the West 
Shore Railway at Palmyra, U.S. A. 

A bill has been passed by the Minnesota, U.S. A., legislature, punishing by fine and 
imprisonment the smoking of cigarettes. 

A sum of £2,000 has been placed on the estimates in New South Wales for the intro- 
duction and the acclimatization of the better class of English sea fish. 
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On February 10 an incendiary fire destroyed the town of Gainsville, Texas, U.S.A. On 
the same date the principal part of Dexter, Mo., U.S. A., was burned; also supposed 
to be incendiary. 

In San Francisco, February 24, an attempt was made to murder Mr. J. W. Mackay, 
the well-known capitalist. The would-be assassin, a man named Ratcliffe, afterwards 
committed suicide. 

Intelligence has been received in Athens of a destructive earthquake in the island of 
Samothrace. Alli the buildings are reported to have been destroyed. The loss of life is 
not known. Renewed shocks have also occurred at Zante, accompanied by loud subter- 
ranean rumblings. 


W. S. Hart, the Colorado geologist who has been employed as assistant in collecting 
Wyoming’s mineral display for the World’s Fair, has unearthed near Rawlins a bed of 
petrified palm trees. The specimens are rare and beautiful. The display found here 
will include flat rocks carrying pre-historic tracks of birds and animals. 

Canada is having winter weather. On February 21 the worst snowstorm occurred that 
has been experienced for many years. It was accompanied by a high wind, and intense 
cold prevailed generally throughout Ontario. The railways were blocked by the heavy 
snow, and traffic was greatly delayed. Traveling on foot or in vehicles was impossible 
in the country and difficult in the towns. 


Qn February 11, the second section of passenger train No. 3 on the Santa Fe went 
. through a trestle near the station at Baring, Mo., U.S. A., and the first two coaches were 
precipitated through the woodwork to the ground, a distance of fifty feet. The third 
coach and sleeper caught by one end on the trestlework in a vertical position. Not a 
passenger on the train was killed and none were seriously injured. 


Russia has under contemplation a project brought forward by M. Dournovo, Minister 
of the Interior, tending to suppress the Jewish communal boards, which the project 
holds to be as injurious to the general welfare of the country as tw the interests of the 
Jewish population itself. It is contended that these boards preserve Judaism intact, 
and thereby contribute to the excessive isolation of Jews from the bulk of the people. 


At San Antonia, Texas, U.S. A., on February 8, the temperature fell from 80 degrees 
to 30 above zero. The peach, pear, apple and plum crop will be ruined as the trees are 
all in full bloom. Advices are to the effect that the norther extends as far south as Mon- 
teray, Mexico. At San Angelo it was sleeting heavily with a temperature of 17 degrees 
below freezing point. At Denison the weather was the severest in twenty years, the 
thermometer registering zero. In one hour there was a drop of 45 degrees. 

At Barmen, Prussia, a meeting took place to protest against the admission of the 
Jesuits into Germany, and a telegram was sent to the Emperor William containing an 
energetic protest against such re-admission. A still more forcible protest was sent to the 
Imperial Chancellor. This telegram stated that the principles of the order were calcu- 
lated to undermine national morality, while the teachings of the Jesuits and the nature 
of their oath were a standing menace to the administration of justice. The protest con- 
cludes by saying that the Jesuits should never again be allowed to find a home in 
Germany. 

During the big flood of February 22, 1890, which caused the breaking of the Walnut 
Grove dam at Prescott, Arizona, U.S. A., and in which about eighty lives were lost, a 
safe belonging to Robert Brow, containing $7000, was washed down the stream. A 
search was continued for several months, but no trace could be found of it, and it was 
given up long ago as lost. A man named Russel has just reported to Brow that he had 
found it and would take him to the place for $500. The money was put up to be paid 
on condition that the safe would be found unopened, and the two men left this morning 
to look for it. A twenty horse-power boiler was seen recently that had been carried 
twenty-two miles by the flood. It was about fifteen or twenty feet higher than the 
natural channel of the creek, and was about 100 yards from the stream.

CONCERNING THE JEWS. 


THE situation of the Jews since their rejection of the Messiah, although 
painful to contemplate, is full of interest, and shows to a demonstration 
how all those things which were predicted by the ancient Prophets and the 
Savior concerning them have been fulfilled. Persecuted and plundered, 
spoiled and sacked, misrepresented and murdered, robbed and reviled, 
driven and degraded by their enemies, they have suffered banishment, 
exile, confiscation of property, and every kind of indignity and reproach, 
for ages past at the hands of their merciless persecutors and cruel tyrants. 
The profound truth that men never trust those whom they have wronged 
has been conspicuously illustrated in the recent anti-Semitic persecutions 
of the Russian government. Outraged and beaten on Slav soil from the 
earliest times, the Jew has never been lost sight of when a national excuse 
was needed for all kinds of official corruption. Their present state of 
suffering in the Czar’s dominions is indeed pitiful. “They are driven from 
place to place, and not permitted to live in the same street where the so- 
called Christians reside; oppressed on every side, yet dare not complain; 
robbed and defrauded, yet obtain no redress; in the walk of social life 
insult and contempt meet them at every turning.” 

The latest move of the Russian government is in a two-fold direction. 
In the first place it is ascertained that Russia intends to expel all Jewish 
artisans from those towns in Russia proper, in which they have hitherto 
been permitted to reside, if members of a trade union. Secondly, the 
expulsion of the Jews from the interior of Russia is being prosecuted 
with renewed vigor. These measures are being accompanied by a host of 
smaller restrictions and annoyances which render the life of the Jews in 
that country a daily martyrdom. Having done his best to make an enemy 
of the Jew, the Czar, by the pure inertia of evil, probably had no choice 
but to treat him as one. When lies were needed to justify a policy of 
official corruption, it was the Jew who was slandered ; and when suspicion 
became necessary, the weight of it fell upon the poor Israelite. Now 
that the Russian government, ground down by intolerable taxation, and 
stunted in its industrial development by despotic institutions, is threatened 
with another famine, it does not seem strange that she should accuse the 
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poor Jew of the conditions of her own creating, or that the very qualities 
bred in the Jew by her policy—the qualities of thrift, prudence and fore- 
sight—should be cited against him as evidences of his native weakness. 

Aside from the fact that the Jews, in spite of the vast magnitude of 
their trials, adhere with great tenacity to their ancient moral code, and 
maintain principles of benevolence and charity which many professedly 
enlightened Christians would do well to imitate, the existence of that 
people as a nation and a distinct people, after having been for so many 
years expelled from their own country, and dispersed over the face of the 
earth, is so unparalleled by any instance in the history of other nations as 
to be considered a miracle equal, perhaps, to any recorded in the sacred 
wri 

To the Latter-day Saints, particularly, who, through the obedience to 
the Gospel, claim a relationship with father Abraham, the events which 
have transpired in the history of the house of Judah, from the time they 
became a people to the present, are exceedingly interesting. The Latter- 
day Saints look upon the Jews as a people descended from an ancient and 
honorable stock, and chosen by divine command to be a peculiar people, 
distinct and separate from all others on the face of the earth. And whether 
we trace their history while surrounded with the blessings and privileges 
enjoyed in the land of Canaan, or while in captivity and under circum- 
stances of humiliation and wretchedness, there is something peculiar and 
striking in their character, both nationally and individually. 

For nearly two thousand years have their houses been left desolate, 
while they, scattered broadcast, have had to wander like fugitives 
through the world, and have become a hiss and a byword among all na- 
tions. But there is no necessity for the mind to settle down in gloomy 
melancholy at their present state—which is in direct fulfillment of 
prophecy; for as the sayings of God’s servants, concerning the scattering 
of Israel, have come to pass, so will those relating to the gathering of this 
people be fulfilled. In whatever light the Jews may be looked upon by the 
world, it is evident that they will ere long assume an important attitude. 
That they will “rise from the dust,” gather up from their long dispersions, 
return to their much loved lands, and rebuild their temple, can be 
abundantly proved from the Word of God. Not only is “the more sure 
word of prophecy” with us, but the events which have recently transpired 
in Russia have been gradually preparing the way for Israel to gather to 
the places where their fathers once flourished, and which are endeared to 
them by unnumbered pleasing and interesting associations. 

It is the assurance of these things that raise feelings of no ordinary kind 
in the bosom of every Saint of God. It was the anticipation of the. 
glorious events connected with the return of the Jews that caused the 
sweet singer of Israel to produce his sweetest harmonies, and strike his 
golden lyre in praises of the Lord—which called forth the unrivaled 
eloquence of Isaiah and the pathos of Jeremiah. We not only contemplate 
the ancient covenant people of God restored to happiness, and in the 
enjoyment of power, but the much more sublime and glorious spectacle of 
the glories of heaven’s King resting down upon them, the veil which has 
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so long shrouded them in darkness forever rent as under, and the spirit of 
grace poured out upon them, while with twice ten thousand tongues, in 
one glorious commingling strain, they sing, “Blessed is He that cometh in 
the name of the Lord.” W. B. D., JR. 


Tue following is from the Ogden Standdrd: A new electric railway line 
between St. Louis and Chicago is expected to be in operation by the first 
of next July. The road is now under construction. It will be 248 miles 
in length, and the distance will be accomplished in less than three hours. 
The longest circuit on the line is fifty-five miles, their being intermediate 
power houses between the terminals. A movenient is also on foot for a 
940-mile electric line from New York to Chicago, which will reduce the 
time between the two points to ten hours or less. Electric engineers and 
electric journals prophesy that within five years all the principal passen- 
ger lines in America will employ electric power. An interesting problem 
in this connection is the effect which cheap and swift transportation will 
have upon the distribution of population. The Minneapolis 7'ribune says: 
“Tt is said that the Chicago & St. Louis Company aims to build up a con- 
tinuous town along their line from one city to the other. Streets will be 
laid out on both sides of the line for the entire distance, and lots are to 
be placed on the market. If people living midway on the line, 125 miles 
from either city, can reach either city at a trifling cost in a little over an 
hour, it stands to reason that residences close to the line anywhere in the 
immense midway district would be desirable and likely to attract popu- 
lation. The electric railway in that case would seem to be in a way to 
solve the problem of the congestion of population in overcrowded urban 
centres. Instead of rushing to the city, as now is the tendency, popula- 
tion would distribute itself over large rural areas along electric railways, 
and enjoy the combined benefits of rural and urban life. The street 
electric railway system has already had a marked influence in distributing 
urban population over sub-districts, and the same system applied to long 
distance passenger traffic cannot fail to make the rural resort the popular 
place for residence. When 100 miles can be covered at an nominal cost 
in an hour, the suburbs of a city will be a domain with a 100-mile radius, 
and the entire country will be a suburban district.”

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CORRESPONDENCE. 


BRADFORD, February 21, 1893. 
PRESIDENT B. Youna: 

Dear Brother:—I have pleasure in reporting the workings of the Lord 
through His servants in this the Leeds Conference. Our conference is 
divided into four districts, viz., Bradford, Hull, Otley and Harrogate, and 
Pudsey, Birkenshaw and Leeds. In each district Elders are stationed 
and report success attending their labors. 

Since our conference in the Hull district, in January last, strangers have 
increased in attendance at our meetings, and six persons have been bap- 
tized in that district. Elders Crowther, Wilcken and Fernley, who are 
laboring there, are much encouraged. We attribute much of the interest 
awakened to several influential gentlemen who have been attending our 
meetings, and are not afraid but rather proud to tell the truth concerning 
us. This, added to the efforts of the Elders and Saints, with the blessings 
of the Lord, has awakened a spirit of inquiry which we are pleased to 
note. 

Otley and Harrogate is a new district, having been opened hardly a 
year. Harrogate is the great Yorkshire health resort, and is visited by 
many thousands of people during the summer months. We have a nice 
hall in a prominent locality where we hold our meetings each Sab- 
bath, and these we announce by advertisement in the papers, by posters 
and hand-bills, and are rewarded by the attendance of a number of 
strangers. | 

Our labors in Otley are but recent, the Elders having turned their 
attention to this place at the commencement of winter. We have already 
received much encouragement, and, as in Hull, a number of influential 
people have taken an unprejudiced view of the message we bear, and are 
supporting our cause among their friends. Prominent among these is 
Mr. John Thompson, the manager of the Prudential Assurance Company, 
in the Otley district, who is aiding us greatly by carrying the message 
wherever he goes, and introducing the Elders among his friends. Elders 
Hall and Weston are at present laboring there; Elder Weston having 
taken the place of Elder Jos. H. Salisbury, lately transferred to the 
Cheltenham Conference. Meetings are held on Thursday evening of each 
week and are well attended. 

Elders Kerr and Merkley have of late been laboring in the Pudsey, 
Birkenshaw and Leeds district, where they have been successful in placing 
the Gospel before many people, and a number have united themselves to 
the Church. In this district we also have promising outlooks for the 
summer season. 

Bradford district is very large, very much scattered, and requires con- 
siderable traveling to fill appointments. Meetings are held at Clayton 
and Bradford on Sundays, and at Clayton and Sticker Lane during the 
week; full houses at each meeting, among whom are many strangers. 
Elders Jones, Snell and Tillotson have this district in charge. 

Early this month, in answer to requests for baptism, notice was sent 
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into the districts near Bradford that Saturday evening, February 11, would 
be set apart for the purpose. At the time appointed eleven candidates 
presented themselves, making in all seventeen persons baptized since our 
conference in January. 

Last Saturday evening the Saints and their friends gathered in the 
Temperance Hall, Bradford, and enjoyed themselves in a social tea party. 
Much credit is due to the young ladies for the kind manner in which 
they presided at the tables and aided in the evening’s entertainment, 
which consisted of speeches, songs, recitations and games, and was indeed 
an enjoyable and pleasing affair. 

On Sunday, February 19, a district meeting was held in the Temperance 
Hall, Bradford, at which three sessions were held.

MANCHESTER CONFERENCE. 


Minutes of the Manchester Conference held at the Doe Hey Assembly 
Rooms, Farnworth, February 19, 1893. There were present: Elders Joseph 
Quinney, T. E. Taylor, and W. D. Callister, of the Liverpool office; Samuel 
Brockbank, President of, and D. Williams, Chas. E. Murdock, H. Boyce, and 
Geo. M. Thompson, traveling Elders in the Liverpool Conference ; H. M. 
McCune and H. H. Pitchforth, traveling Elders in the Sheffield Conference ; 
H. W. Woolley, President of, and T. G. Humphrey, H. A. Woodruff, John 
H. Evans, E. A. Stratford, B. M. Blackhurst, Thomas Gledhill, H. W. Lunt, 
and A. Wallwork, traveling Elders in the Manchester Conference. 

10:30 a.m. Singing. Prayer by Elder Wallwork. Singing. 

Elder Humphrey was the first speaker. He spoke upon the principles 
of faith and works, pointed out how necessary each was to salvation. 

Elder Williams bore testimony to the restoration of the Gospel, the

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placing in the church of Apostles and Prophets by the Savior, and the gifts 
and blessings that followed their administrations. Spoke of the vision 
of Daniel, and the kingdom that was to be set up in the last day, the 
revelation of John in reference to the restoration of the Gospel by an 
angel, showing that that event had taken place and that Joseph Smith 
was the Prophet through whom it was restored. 

Elder Thompson spoke of the eternal plan of salvation as it was taught 
by Christ, and the impossibility of man gaining salvation, only through 
the path marked out. By complying strictly with this plan, a reward 
would be gained, for the Apostle Paul said, “that the Gospel was the power 
of God unto salvation to all those who will believe and obey.” Faith with- 
out works would not secure that position in the kingdom of God that 
we all so much desire. 

Elder Evans read a portion of thefirst chapter of the Second Thessalonians 
making comments thereon. Spoke of the fall of Adam, by which death 
and sin came into the world, and the necessity of the Savior coming that 
mankind might be freed from Adam’s transgressions, and to introduce a 
plan whereby we, His creatures, might work out our own salvation. The 
principle of faith was explained as part of this plan, as also baptism by 
immersion for the remission of sins, and the laying on of hands for the 
reception of the Holy Ghost.

The Sacrament was administered by Elders Lunt and Gledhill. 

Elder Woodruff spoke of the restoration of the Gospel and the similarity 
of the ordinances now to those of the primitive Church. The Saints have 
many trials to contend with and ought to be proud to suffer persecution 
for righteousness’ sake. The Prophet Joseph Smith was authorized to set 
up the kingdom of God upon-the earth. He was the humble instrument 
in God’s hands to accomplish this important event. The true believers in 
ancient times had their faith confirmed by signs following, and as God is 
an unchangeable being, why should not these same blessings follow the 
believer in these days? If they do not, Scripture cannot be relied upon 
as a true guide. Baptism was clearly shown to be essential unto salvation 
by citations from the Bible. 

The authorities of the Church, of the European Mission, and of the 
Manchester Conference were presented and unanimously sustained. 

The conference report for the six months ending February 14, 1893, was 
read as follows: meetings held, indoor and out 258; tracts distributed 
11,379; books sold 39; books loaned and given away 230; baptisms 15; 
confirmations 15; children blessed 6; emigrated over eight years 13; emi- 
grated under eight years 3; received 7; removed 2; excommunicated 2; 
died 2; Sunday School sessions 26; High Priests 1; Seventies 9; Elders 
19; Priests 7; Teachers 3; Deacons 3; members 115; total officers and 
members 157. 

Elder Taylor addressed the Saints upon the principles of the Gospel and 
the necessity of being humble and obedient to the commandments of God. 
Humility, love and charity are characteristics of the plan of redemption. 
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The Gospel, if lived, will make a man better and bring him nearer to 
God ; will teach children to love their parents, and parents to love their 
children, husbands their wives, and wives their husbands. The Saints are 
commanded to come out of Babylon, that they may not be partakers of 
her sins, neither receive of her plagues. His testimony to the Saints was 
to adhere firmly to the laws of the Gospel that in the end they might 
merit eternal life.

6 p.m. Singing. Prayer by Elder Murdock. Singing. 

Elder Callister spoke on the first principles of the Gospel, and the 
necessity of complying with them as layed down in Holy Writ; the ordi- 
nances of the Gospel, however, to be valid must be administered by one 
having authority. 

Elder Quinney spoke of the blessings of the Gospel and the kind of God 
we worship, as being a personage having a body as we have, and possessing 
all the attributes to qualify Him for His high position. Faith and works 
must be inseparable. Repentance was as essential as faith, so also is 
baptism, and the laying on of hands for the reception of the Holy Ghost. 
Various beliefs are extant regarding these ordinances and the manner of 
administering them. But Scripture is so plain, no one need be in dark- 
ness. The command to baptize had been given by our Savior and had 
never been repealed; hence it is still in force. This Gospel had been taken 
from the earth, but had been restored again as John the Revelator said it 
would be. The gifts and blessings are with the people of God to-day, as in 
days of old, if they were not we would not be the people of God. 

Elder Brockbank said no man can know God but by His spirit. The 
Gospel, Paul said, is the power of God unto salvation. It is not only 
necessary to believe in the principles but we must render obedience to 
them, if we desire to be saved in the kingdom of God. We have our 
agency and can choose good or evil. 

Elder Taylor spoke as follows: A number of the brethren have spoken of 
the necessity of men officiating in the ordinances of the Gospel; being 
commissioned of God to make their acts valid. We claim to have this 
authority. Shortly after the death of our Savior all those holding the 
Priesthood, were destroyed from the earth, and God had no church, until 
it was re-established by John the Baptist conferring the Aaronic, and Peter, 
James and John the Melchisedek Priesthood upon Joseph Smith, and in a 
natural way, you who have obeyed the Gospel know this to be a true 
testimony, and all who will, in faith and humility, obey it shall know for 
themselves. 

Elder McCune bore testimony to what had been said and showed that it 
was necessary that the angel of God should restore the Gospel. 

President Woolley said that if those present would take the counsel 
given, they should know of the doctrine whether it is of God or of man. 
Referred to the authority necessary to preach the Gospel and administer in 
the ordinances of the same.

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UTAH NEWS. 


(Summarized from Territorial papers. ) 

John H. Rumel, Jr., ex-recorder of Salt Lake County, died suddenly and unexpectedly 
at his residence, in the Seventeenth Ward, Sunday, February 5, of paralysis of the brain. 

Early on Sunday morning, February 5, a fire occurred at Ogden, in a five-room frame 
house owned by B. F. Steacy, and is supposed to have been an incendiary act. The loss 
is about $300. 

It has been decided by the D. A. & M. Society to purchase an eagle to be a fac-simile 
of the Eagle Gate bird of freedom to be located at the Utah building in the World’s 
Fair at Chicago. 

On February 6 a man named Wm. A. Reese was run over, near Castle Gate, by a Rio 
Grande freight train and literally cut to pieces. He had been drinking, and was on his 
way to Castle Gate, and it is supposed had sat or fallen down upon the track and gone to 
sleep. 

The old Beehive House property at the corner of South Temple and State Streets has 
been sold to satisfy certains liens and executions. Zion’s Savings Bank and Trust Com- 
pany who held a mortgage on the property, were the purchasers, the price paid being 
$52.567. 

Miss Mamie Evans, a typesetter in the composing rooms of the Salt Lake Lithographing 
Company, and daughter of John E. Evans, of 716 East Fourth South Street, died 
February 1, 1893, from an overdose of Morphine, administered by herself to alleviate 
suffering. 

A cyclone swept through Heber City on the night of January 30 at about eleven o’clock, 
doing considerable damage. The roofs were taken from quite a number of dwelling houses 
and several barns and graneries were blown down. It came from a southwesterly direc- 
tion, first taking effect on several dwelling houses, and taking the roof off the schoolhouse. 

The White Star steamer Jeutonic, which left Liverpool, January 25, with a number of 
returning Elders on board, encountered rough weather for three days. On one of these, 
Elder Aaron Gay was thrown to the deck by a lurch of the vessel, and had his nose 
broken. The injury was attended to by the ship’s surgeon, and the healing process is 
going on satisfactorily. 

The D. A. & M. Society have concluded not to hold any fair this season, giving as 
reasons: the inadequacy of the grounds for a proper stock exhibit, the extra exertion being 
made for success at the World’s Fair, the securing of the mining congress for the Terri- 
tory, and the difficulty which would probably be encountered in getting the business men 
to help the enterprise on account of so many other calls and requirements. 


A big thaw occurred on February 11, which had a disastrous effect on the streets in the 
eastern and southern parts of Salt Lake City. As the ice and snow melted, the water 
overflowed the ditches, running down the thoroughfares in torrents. The streets east of 
State and as far down as Ninth South were fairly submerged, the flood in some places 
being four or five inches deep. Rubber boots were in hot demand, especially among the 
ladies, who saw visions of muddy floors and scrubbing bees for a week ahead. In some 
instances the water flowed into cellars and did considerable damage. 


The fall of snow in the mountains in Emery county is the lightest known for years. 
Recently a man rode horseback from Huntingtoa to Scofield and reported the canyons 
and hill tops comparatively free from snow. The same party rode over the divide on 
horseback, an event which is unprecedented as the snow heretofore has always been from 
ten to fifty feet deep in the ravines and canyons in that route during the winter. D. W. 
Nichols, a butcher from Sanpete recently drove to Scofield in a sleigh and he reports no 
snow on that side of the divide. Unless there is a series of heavy snowstorms between 
now and the breaking up of winter, the water supply for the farmers will be very meagre 
next summer,
